Examiner Responds: See prior art Col. 25, Lines 29-33 for teaching archive data element over a certain period of time such that it Is 
retrievable "e.g., period for view parameter acquisition," just as specified in applicant's specification paragraph [001 3] "e.g., for display on 
the user interface of the computer user station."
